s- Fires during the hunting season are 
generally locate^ In the most unacces- 
sible places, as the hunters go where 
it is very hard for fire fighters to do 
efficient work, Mr. Foster added. 


Mr. Fos-ter declared that the hunt- 


ers of the northern part of the state 
are, as a rule, more careful than those 
in the southern part. They are of an 
older class of men and therefore real- 
ly appreciate the danger, he said.

causing many fires he replied that they 
were, as a rule, exceedingly 
careful. 


If they continue to use utmost precau- 
tions as they have in the past few 
weeks ho said, he would not find it 
necessary to petition the governor and 
council to close the season as a pre- 
ventive for fires in the woodlands.

Cheyenne's lightest snow- 
fall was in 1885-1886 and its heaviest snowfall 19 years later.

monopoly protected intentionally, or unintentionally, by pub- 
lic authority. There is not so much of that as there used to be. 
There are, however, two new types of privilege now under 
fire. One is the immunity of capital from income taxes when 
invested in public bonds. The other is the immunity of public 
office holders from income taxes. 


Sentiment has definitely set against tax-free securities,_be- 


cause they allow the ver.y wealthy to escape fedral taxation 
and take money from constructive enterprise. Little attention 
has been given to the exemption of federal, state and local 
office holders from the federal income tax, but there are'mur- 
murs of discontent beginning to arise on that score, because of 
the evident injustice of a system which makes private incomes 
pay all the taxes.
